An Attempt to Assassinate Him by a Sol-
dier—Minlster of War Belancourt Killed.

Loxpox, Nov, 8,—A dispateh to the
Times from Rio Janeiro says:

“At one o'clock Friday afternoon a
soldier of the Tenth batallion, which
constitutes part of the local gnrrison,
attempted to shoot President Moraes
with a pistol.

It is to obtain inde-
pendence that we have been fighting
two years and will continue to fight

until victory be ours,

“All statements that have been
hitherto or may be in the future pub-
lished to the effect that we are willing
to aecept any other solution short of
independence should be regarded as
false,

“We will fight forabsolute independ-
ence, as we stated in the manifesto is-
sued at Monte Cristo, as also it was
later set down in our constitution, and
as we are daily confirming it by the
shedding of our blood on the battle-
fields.”

Salvador Cisneros, former president
of the republie of Cuba, writes to the
Herald:

“Independence or death has been
and is our motte. We would rather see
our beloved country disappear amid a
heap of ashes than accept any conces-
sions, no matter how ample, unless
they earry with them the ab3olute in-
dependence of Cuba. To obtain this
many of Cuba's best sons have given
up their lives; to obtain this many
more of her sons are daily shedding
their blood, which, absorbed Ly the
plants of our soil, we bresthe in the
air we inhale.”
